Colombia 
visit

Pope John Paul II crisscrossed western 
Colombia July 1-7, preaching a message 
of peace and justice in a country plagued 
by guerrilla warfare, indebtedness and 
illegal drug trafficking. 

Although the pope spoke to massive 
crowds — police estimated one crowd in 
Bogota at 1.2 million people — he also 
made personal visits. He surprised a 
Colombian fisherman and his family July 
4 when he walked into their one-room 
home in Tumaco, and he visited friends 
and relatives of the victims of last 


November’s mudslide on the Nevado del 
Ruiz volcano. 


DURING HIS visit, Pope John Paul 
also condemned Nicaragua’s expulsion of 
a bishop and consecrated Colombia to the 
Virgin Mary. 

Upon his arrival in Bogota July 1 and 
later in Medellin, the pope asked 
developed countries to work with Third 
World nations for international social and 
economic justice in overcoming huge 
foreign debts. 


“‘The poor people cannot pay 
intolerably high costs by sacrificing the 
right to development, of which they are 
deprived while other people enjoy 
opulence,’’ he said in a speech to 
Colombian President Belisario Betancur 
and other government officials in Bogota. 


SPEAKING TO more than a million 
people in the slums of Bogota July 3, Pope 
John Paul called on government 
authorities ‘‘to create jobs which permit 
the unemployed to find dignified work 
with just remuneration.”’ 


‘‘No one should forget that the goods 
God has given mankind have a universal 
destination, and because of this cannot be 
the exclusive province of a few, be they 
individuals, groups or nations,’’ he said. 


Two days later, the pope focused that 
statement on relations between the rich 
and poor nations. 


“I WANT to launch a new call for 
social justice, a call to the developed 
nations from the heart of this city of 
Medellin,’’ the pope said July 5. 

Medellin was the site of the Second 
General Conference of Latin American 
bishops in 1968. The meeting produced 
what has been called the ‘‘Magna 
Charta’’ of today’s socially committed 
church. 


Although the pope highlighted the 
church’s preferential option for the poor 
while in Medellin, he also told priests — 
many of whom are involved in politics, 
union organizing and other social change 
activities — ‘that their work with 
the poor is to be ‘‘of a religious and 
spiritual character.”’ 


During a meeting in Bogota’s El 
Campin Stadium later that day, the pope 
told youths to resist the temptation to 
resort to armed struggle in the face of 
unemployment and social injustice. He 
also advised them against alienating 
themselves with ‘‘drugs, alcohol, sex and 
other lamentable vices.”’

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Bishop to ordain three to priesthood

SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher 
will ordain three transitional deacons to 
the priesthood July 12 during a 
concelebrated Mass at St. Michael’s 
Church, Poway, July 12. They are 
Charles Fuld, 53, William Stevenson, 34, 
and Henry Rodriguez, 31. 


Bishop Maher will be _ principal 
celebrant and homilist at the ordination 
Mass. Principal concelebrants will 
include Msgr. Joseph Finnerty, pastor of 
St. Michael’s; Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, 
chancellor, Msgr. Lawrence Purcell, 
rector of the North American College in 
Rome; and Sulpician Father Howard 
Bleichner, rector of St. Patrick’s 
Seminary, Menlo Park. 


DURING THE ordination rite, the 
candidates will promise obedience to the 
bishop who will then lay hands on the 
head of each one. Other priests will also 
lay their hands on them. The bishop will 
invest the new priests with stole and 
chasuble and anoint their hands with the 
oil of chrism. 


Each will celebrate his first Mass July 
13 — Fuld at St. Charles Church, 
Imperial Beach, Stevenson at OLMC, 
and Rodriguez at Christ the King 
Church. 


They will then assume their duties as 
associate pastors: Fuld at Sacred Heart 
Church, Ocean Beach; Stevenson at Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel, Rancho 
Penasquitos, and Rodriguez at St. Rose 


of Lima Church. 


FULD, A retired navy commander, is 
a widower and father of three grown 


children. He has a 4-year-old 
granddaughter. 
The native of New York City 


graduated from New York University in 
1956 with a major in psychology. He 
came to San Diego in the early 1960s and 
joined St. Charles parish, Imperial 
Beach. He later became a special minister 
of the Eucharist. His wife died in 1969. 


Fuld said he felt called to the priesthood 
after retiring from the Navy. While 
pursuing doctoral studies in philosophy 
and psychology at the United States 
International University, he concluded 
that ‘‘faith is a more rewarding and 
holistic approach to the problems of life 
than psychology.’’ The ‘‘anti-religious’’ 
environment he encountered at the 
university ‘‘challenged me to figure out 
who I was.’’ 


HE ENTERED S&t. Francis Seminary, 
San Diego, in 1981 and St. Patrick’s 
Theological Seminary in Menlo Park the 
following year. While studying there, he 
also worked in pastoral ministry at the 
University of California, San Francisco 
Medical Center Newman Center; was 
chaplain at the University of California, 
San Diego Medical Center; and did 
marriage counseling at Catholic 
Community Services in San Mateo. 


Fuld has been assisting as a transitional 
deacon at Sacred Heart Church, Ocean 


Beach, the past two months 


Stevenson moved to San Diego from 
Los Angeles in 1964 and graduated from 
Hoover High School five years later. 


HE WORKED for Pacific Southwest 
Airlines until 1980, first in San Diego as a 
crew controller, then in San Francisco as 
a passenger service agent. 


He entered St. Joseph College 
Seminary in Mountain View in 1980 and 
completed his theological studies at St. 
Patrick’s, Menlo Park, in May. 
Stevenson transferred to the Diocese of 
San Diego to be closer to his family. His 
parents are parishioners of St. Therese 
Church and his five brothers live in San 
Diego County. 


Stevenson said his vocation developed 
gradually. A year’s spiritual direction led 
him to the seminary, but it was the 
‘‘hands-on ministry experience’’ that 
convinced him of his*vocation. 
Ministering in catechetical and marriage 
preparation programs at St. Justin parish, 
Santa Clara, the past year ‘‘confirmed 
my decision,’’ he said. 


AFTER ORDINATION, his goal is to 
acquire ‘‘a sense of the concerns’ of the 
1,500 families at OLMC, where he has 
served since May. He described the 
parish’s ‘‘ethnic and economic diversity”’ 
as a ‘‘collage of the church at large.’’ 


Rodriquez, a native of San Diego, has 
attended St. Jude, Santa Sophia and 
Christ the King churches. 
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CHURCH PROMOTES RESEARCH — 
Pope John Paul II told a group of college 
science students that the church wants to 
promote scientific research. ‘‘Far from being 
opposed to authentic scientific research, the 
church desires to support and further such 
endeavors,’’ the pope said June 30 at the 
Vatican. Pope John Paul made his remarks in 
an address to participants in the Vatican 
Observatory summer school in observational 
astronomy and astrophysics, held at Castel 
Gandolfo, Italy. The pope said he was ‘‘happy 
to sponsor this school,’’ the first such endeavor 
since Pope Leo XIII founded the current 
observatory in 1888. Pope John Paul added 
that he hoped some of the students, from 
colleges around the world, would become 
research scientists. 


INVESTIGATION MADE — A top official 
of the U.S. bishops’ conference said June 30 
that he was “‘investigating’’ concerns of 
bishops surrounding the appointment of Jesuit 
Father Michael Buckley to the bishops’ 
doctrine committee and hoped to announce a 
decision in the matter soon. Msgr. Daniel 
Hoye, general secretary of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, named Father 
Buckley May 30 to become executive director 
later this year of the NCCB Committee on 
Doctrine and the NCCB Committee on 
Pastoral Research and Practices. Questions 
about Father Buckley’s appointment were 
raised in early June, however. According to 
several bishops, much of the concern focused 
on a National Catholic Register report that 
Father Buckley had signed a 1977 statement 
dissenting from a Vatican declaration on the 
ordination of women. 


UNIVERSAL CATECHISM — A universal 
catechism, used as a reference for locally 
produced catechisms, could end instructions 
and interpretations opposed to official church 
teachings, Pope John Paul II said. In 
comments June 28, the pope expressed hope 
that the universal catechism would be ready by 
1990, the 25th anniversary of the end of the 
Second Vatican Council. The 1985 
extraordinary Synod of Bishops recommended 
the catechism. The universal catechism 
recommendation stems from the ‘‘demand 
currently felt in the church for a greater clarity 
and doctrinal security to put an end to 
teachings or interpretations of faith and morals

believes it cannot change the 2,000-year-old 
tradition of an exclusively male priesthood, the 
pope added in a previously confidential Dec. 
20, 1984, letter to Anglican Archbishop 
Robert Runcie of Canterbury, England, head 
of the Church of England. The stand was 
made public June 30 when the Vatican 
released letters exchanged among the pope, 
Archbishop Runcie and Cardinal Johannes 
Willebrands, president of the Vatican 
Secretariat for Promoting Christian Unity. 


ACTIVIST NUN DIES — Dominican Sister 
Marjorie Tuite, an often controversial activist 
for social justice, peace and women’s rights, 
died of complications from surgery June 28 in 
New York. She was 63. A nun for nearly 44 
years, Sister Tuite was coordinator of 
ecumenical citizen action at Church Women 
United since 1981, where she was particularly 
active in opposing U.S. policies in Central 
America. She developed hepatitis following a 
trip to Nicaragua in March, and doctors 
discovered a pancreatic tumor during a follow- 
up examination in June. She died at Mt. Sinai 
Hospital in New York following surgery to 
remove her pancreas. Less than four months 
before her death Sister Tuite was cleared of a 
Vatican threat of expulsion from her order 
over a 1984 New York Times advertisement 
on abortion that she and 23 other nuns had 
signed. 


POLE PRELATES REACT — Poland’s 
bishops challenged the government to declare 
jailed dissidents and banned Solidarity union 


activists as political prisoners. The challenge 


came while Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
was attending the 10th Congress of the Polish 
Communist Party in Warsaw. Political 
observers said the bishops’ timing is certain to 
irritate the authorities. The demand was 
formulated at a meeting of the bishops’ 
conference which ended June 28. Church 
sources said about 300 political prisoners are 
locked up in Polish prisons. A U.S. 
government official said redefining the 
dissidents and Solidarity activists as political 
prisoners would probably have no practical 
effect on their prison condition.

BONITA — Although Joanna Maida lost her 44-day 
battle against leukemia last September, she inspired her 
family to wage war on the disease on several fronts. 


The 3-year-old girl died of CLM (Chronic Mylogenous 
Leukemia), a rare form of leukemia which usually strikes 
people over 40, her mother Carole Maida, said. One child 
in 250,000 with leukemia has CLM, she added. 


THE CORPUS CHRISTI parishioner believes a cure 
for leukemia could be found within a decade if sufficient 
funds for research were available. 


She hopes to raise $250,000 through a telethon, an idea 
she had discussed with music-loving Joanna. ‘“‘She 
thought it would be nice to sing and dance to help-sick 
people,’’ her mother said. 


Three-fourths of the funds raised from the July 27 
telethon will be earmarked for leukemia research, she 
explained. The remainder will be designated for patient 
aid and Wee Care, a support group for Navy families 
with critically ill children. Carole’s husband, Tony, is a 
USN petty officer. 


THEY HAVE two other children, T.J., 7, and 3-year- 
old Tina. 


Carole’s lack of experience in fund-raising strategies 
did not deter her from recruiting volunteers to help 
conquer leukemia. 


As she types letters and answers a clamoring telephone 
in her family room, she feels Joanna’s presence. “‘Doing 


this makes a part of her still live,’’ she said. 


JOANNA UNDOUBTEDLY motivated the project. 
Badges worn by volunteers show her picture encircled by 
the words, Joanna Maida Leukemia Foundation — 
please put us out of business. 


The July 27 telethon will be carried on Channel 4, and 
on other local cable companies from 5-11 p.m. It can also 
be seen on Satcom 3R by home satellite owners. 


The program will show a video retrospect of Joanna’ s 
life, Maida said. It will also feature celebrities, interviews 
and auctions. Twenty telephone lines — five for calls to 
celebrities — will be installed to receive donations and 
pledges, she added. 


MAIDA MARVELS at the response her promotional 
letters have received. She described actor and comedian 
Art Metrano, who will co-host the telethon for six hours, 
as a ‘‘compassionate person’? who recruited other 
celebrities. 


These include John Caradine, T.K. Carter, Martin 
Millner, Ed Begley, Jr., Joan Embery and friends, Dick 
Sargent, Sammy Shore and Paul Ryan. 


Actress and singer Ann Jillian cannot attend the 
telethon, but will have her appearance videotaped in San 
Diego, Maida said. 

SAN DIEGO Chief of Police Bill Kolender and some of 
the San Diego Sockers will also be on the program, aiong 
with a taped interview of Steve Garvey by Channei 8’s 
Lorraine Kimel. 


The entertainment will also include music of the ’60s 
by Null and Void, and songs of the *40s and ’50s by 
vocalist Greg Wirth. 


Viewers can purchase items shown during the celebrity 
auction, such as a set of Bob Hope’s water tumblers, 
Kenny Rogers’ athletic jacket and Bill Cosby’s T-shirt. 
These items were donated and autographed by their 
owners. 


MAIDA SAID she has been able to maintain a low 
overhead through donations of local businesses. 


Cox Cable has donated free air time and crew. The 
Bonneville Satellite Company will transmit the telethon 
nationally at cost. Western Video Studios is donating 
their facilities, equipment and services of a director. 

Maida estimates telethon expenses to reach $9,000. 
About half this amount has been raised with bake sales at 
Balboa hospital, a carnival-bazaar in Bonita and a swap 
meet at the Sports Arena, she said. 
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Carole Maida displays a poster promoting the telethon 
she is producing in memory of her daughter, Joanna. 


A FUND-RAISING hot buffet dinner at North 
Island’s Chief Petty Officers Club is scheduled for July 11 
at 6 p.m. Kirt Bevacqua and Skip Haynes will be guest 
speakers and Joe Reeves master of ceremonies. Tickets 


are $20. 


Maida’s faith furnishes some of her cancer-fighting 
energy. 

She and Tony returned to the regular practice of 
Catholicism after Joanna’s diagnosis. She said her pastor, 
Father Stephen Dunn, helped strengthen their faith. ‘‘We 
don’t know how we would have gotten through it without 
him,’’ she said. The priest was with them when Joanna 


died. 


MAIDA RECALLS the ending to one of Father 
Dunn’s prayers with Joanna after her diagnosis: ““God 
bless this little girl.’’ 


“No, Father,’’ Joanna responded. ‘‘God Bless Auntie 
Barbara (her aunt in New York).”’ 


Father Dunn cited the child’s concern for others in his 
next homily, her mother said. 


MAIDA SAID her faith became stronger during her 
daughter’s illness, even when challenged with questions 
such as: ‘‘How can you believe in God?” 


“‘There has to be a reason; only God knows. It seems 
that Use had to die so we could do this to help other 
kids,’ she said, referring to their family room filled with 
items for the telethon. ‘‘Hopefully, we’ll be able to save or 
help other leukemia patients.”’ 

And after July 27? ‘‘According to my volunteers, this 
will not be my last fund-raiser,’’ she said. ‘“The doctors at 
the naval hospital ‘‘won’t let me quit.”

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Proceeds will be awarded to an institution conducting 
leukemia research. 


THREE OF them are board members of the recently 
formed Joanna Maida Leukemia Foundation. Physicians 
from Children’s Hospital and the UCSD Medical Center 
are also on the board. 


This group will determine the research facility to 
receive proceeds from the telethon, Maida said, adding 
she hoped the funds will be awarded to a local site.

How to deal with a moody family member 


“‘f had a terrible weekend,’’ a wife 
said. ‘‘My husband was moody the entire 
time. He slumped around and groused at 
me and the kids. But you know what 
really bugged me? 


‘“‘When someone dropped in on 
Saturday and again when we went to 
church on Sunday, he was charming and 
cheerful. Then when we were alone he 
went right back into his bad mood.”’ 


SHE SPEAKS to a familiar pattern — 
the person who falls into temporary 
moodiness at home. He or she is pleasant 
outside the home but is a bear to live with 
when in a dark mood. 


Moodiness is tough on families. The 
moody person withdraws, answering in 
monosyllables or not at all, refusing to be 
pleased. And the family tiptoes around 
trying to find the cause. 


“YT have to play search and destroy 
when he’s in one of his moods,’’ a woman 
said. ‘‘When he’s mad at his boss or the 
dog, why does he take it out on us?”’ 


Talks With 


Parents

IT ISN’T always the husband, of 
course. Wives and _ kids, particularly 
teenagers, can lapse into sullen silences 
and daylong frowns. When this happens, 


the rest of the family usually takes it’ 


personally. ‘‘Why is she mad at me?’’ 


The moody person may be depressed 
for no identifiable reason. He just doesn’t 
want to be happy. When others try to 
cheer him up, it deepens his gloom. 

All of us are moody at times. But it’s 
the chronically moody persons who creaté 
family tension. These people often use 
their behavior to get attention and to 
control others. They assume the family 
will accommodate them and the grumpier 
they become, the more the family 


accommodates them. It becomes a family 
game, with the pouter always winning. 


HOW, THEN, do families deal 
effectively with a chronically moody 
member? By acknowledging and then 
ignoring her. By saying something like, 
‘‘We’ll stay away from you, dear. We can 
see you’re having a bad day.”’ 

This puts the responsibility where it 
belongs, on the moody one, not on the 
family. It tells that person that she’s the 
one with the problem and that the family 
will cooperate by staying away and 
refusing to kowtow to the bad mood. 

When the moody one is ready to 
interact pleasantly again, the family will 
be there, but they’re giving notice that 
they are not going to allow her to make 
them miserable just because she is. 


ANOTHER WAY of dealing with it is 
to confront bad moods openly. ‘‘Look, 
I’m not the one who chewed you out at 
work or who stole your equalizer. If 
you’re going to take it out on someone, 
look elsewhere.’’ This response tells the 
moody person that he must go to the 


source for relief, not to innocent parties. 


Naturally, there are times we should be 
sensitive to situations that cause a loved 
one temporary depression. That’s what 
being family is all about. But if one 
member is chronically moody and uses his 
bad mood to manipulate the family, it 
becomes destructive and childish. 


Dr. Peter Purpura, a Long Island 
psychologist, says, ‘‘A  partner’s 
withdrawal conveys the sense that you 
don’t exist. It is a quiet, sullen accusation 
that you and the world have failed to 
make him happy.’’ 


MOOD CONTROL is learned in 
childhood. That’s why we must not 
reward children who use moods to 
manipulate others. We must teach them 
that we are not going to allow their moods 
to affect us. Instead of trying to make 
them happy we can encourage them’ to 
find their own way out of bad moods. 


If we permit their moods to sabotage 
family harmony, we are teaching them to 
be moody spouses. And future families 
will inherit the problem. 


Recent studies on today’s seminarians 


Two important studies of today’s 
Catholic seminarians have been published 
within the past year: Seminarians in 
Theology: A National Profile, by Father 
Eugene G. Hemrick and Dean R. Hoge; 
and Seminarians of the Eighties, by 
Father Raymond H. Potvin. 

The first was sponsored by a variety of 
Catholic agencies and was published by 
the United States Catholic Conference; 
the second was funded by The Lilly 
Endowment and was published by the 
National Catholic Educational 
Association. 


ALL THREE authors are known for 
their careful research into the matter of 
vocations to the priesthood — a subject 
that has, for too long, depended upon 
impressionistic and anecdotal 
““evidence.’’ 


We have had enough generalizing from 
the left, to the effect that the 
overwhelming majority of today’s 
seminarians are pietistic, conservative, 
and effete. Things are going from bad to 
worse. 


And we have had enough generalizing 
from the right, to the effect that a similar 
majority of today’s seminarians are holy, 
prayerful, and intellectually gifted. The 
vocations crisis is just about over. The 
situation is improving by the day. 

THESE STUDIES don’t answer all of 
the questions that have been batted back 
and forth over the past several years. In 
fact, they raise a few new ones. But they 
give us a clearer picture of where we are,

Question: I have attended several 
non-Catholic funerals and was amazed 
to hear the Nicene Creed in which the 
people near me say, ‘‘I believe in one, 
holy, catholic and apostolic church.’’ 
Do these people who are not Catholic 
really believe in the Catholic Church? 
(Louisiana) 


Answer: The Nicene Creed (fourth 
century), as the Apostle’s Creed and 
other early professions of faith which use 
the same word, were formulated a 
thousand years or more before the 
Protestant churches began. 


Obviously, therefore, the word cannot 
refer to some distinction between the 
Catholic Church and other Christian 
“‘non-Catholic’’ denominations of today.

and, if present trends continue, where we 
are likely to be at the dawn of the next 
century. 


One of the most striking features of the 
current situation is the increase in so- 
called delayed and_ second-career 
vocations. 


Candidates for the priesthood are 
waiting longer to make a vocational 
decision. [t doesn’t usually happen now 
until college or after college. 


AND THIS is not completely 
unrelated to the decline of the Catholic 
elementary and high school as major 
factors in stimulating and encouraging 
vocations. 


“‘The issue to be faced squarely,’’ 
Father Potvin concludes, ‘‘is whether 
other forms of intense socialization exist 
or can be devised to compensate for the 
lack of exposure to years of Catholic 
schooling.”’ 


And contrary to the stereotype of older 
people, these older candidates are not 
significantly more conservative than their 
younger counterparts. Indeed, they even 
tend to be more open to such post- 
conciliar developments as parish councils.

THE WORD as used in these creeds 
comes from the Greek word which means 
‘*universal’’ or ‘‘worldwide.’’ It refers, of 
course, to our belief as Christians that 
Jesus intended his community of believers 
to embrace all peoples of all times and 
places. It was not to be limited to one 
group or one era. 


This is the meaning intended when we 
designate ‘‘catholic’’ as one of the four 
marks or identifying characteristics of the 
church. 


THE STUDIES also show that 
today’s seminarians are more likely than 
in previous generations to be actively 
involved in liturgical ministry and 
religious education before entering the 
seminary. 


Unfortunately, the candidate’s initial 
attraction to parish work is not being 
sustained in the seminary. Many begin to 
desire other forms of ministry to which 
they do not realistically expect to be 
assigned. The seeds of frustration are 
sown. 


In the past, the strongest sources of 
vocational encouragement were the 
young man’s parents (especially the 
mother), his parish priests, a_priest- 
relative, or a close friend who happened 
to be a priest. That has changed. 


WE CAN only speculate on the reasons 
for the decline in parental 
encouragement, but Father Potvin urges 
us to test the hypothesis that ‘‘the reward, 
the prestige that accrued to the family 
from having a priest in the family is not as 
great as in the past and the reward of 
grandchildren has become more 
important.”’ 


And we may have here one more 
reason to be concerned about the 


alienation of many women from the 
church. If mothers lose their commitment 
to the institutional church, it isn’t very 
likely that they will encourage their sons 
to become priests. 


Not only are there fewer seminarians 
now with relatives or close friends in the 
priesthood, but there has also been a 
sharp decline in the number of priests 
generally who actively encourage 
vocations. 


IF PRIESTS are not happy in their 
work, they are not going to be effective 
recruiters of future priests. On the 
contrary, they will dissuade others, 
directly or indirectly, from considering 
the same vocation. 


The standard right-wing theory is that 
selfishness, materialism, and the inability 
to make a commitment are the reasons 
why young men aren’t beating a path to 
the seminary door. There is simply no 
evidence to support that prejudice. 


If cynical Catholics want to help solve 
the vocations problem rather than simply 
beat up on scapegoats, they might try to 
learn something about the problems 
many priests encounter in their ministries 
and then offer them real support, not 
spiritual nostrums.

According to an alarming report in the 
Wall Street Journal recently, as many as 
1,000 retired sisters may be depending on 
food stamps and other forms of public 
assistance for their day-to-day survival. 


The problem is that massive departures 
from women’s religious congregations 
and the dearth of vocations have made it 
nearly impossible for them to care for 
their older members. The average age of 
women religious in the United States is 
over 60, and many congregations have as 
many as two-thirds of their members in 
retirement. They must be supported by 
the ever-dwindling number of younger 
sisters who are still active. 


THE PLIGHT of these retired nuns, 
many of whom gave 50 years or more of 
dedicated service to the church, should 
concern us all. These sisters gave their 
lives, selflessly and tirelessly, to carry out 
the mission of the church in schools, 
hospitals and other ministries, for the love

Catholics.’’ Locally, hardly a Catholic 
parish has escaped his virilent anti- 
Catholic literature distributed to 
parishioners before and after Sunday 
masses. 


Recently Karl Keating, a local Catholic 
lawyer, debated this former Carmelite 
priest and did an excellent presentation in 
defending our faith, counteracting and 
disputing the outlandish claims Brewer 
made against the church.

face retirement without adequate funds.”’ 


WHAT KIND of obligations do we have 
toward these devoted and _ generous 
women? It is certainly not a legal 
obligation. As Archbishop Rembert 
Weakland of Milwaukee recently 
commented, ‘‘One cannot say that in 
justice the parishes owe such money to the 
sisters when such was not contracted for. 
It is also dubious to me if one generation 
of parishioners has to pay in justice an 
obligation of a previous generation when 
it was not at that time agreed to.”’ 


But if justice, as called for in the draft 
composed by Archbishop Weakland’s 
committee, means anything, it requires 
that we care for the women who were our 
teachers, our nurses, our ‘“‘sisters’’ and 
even, as some of them once were called, 
our ‘‘mothers.”’ 


We have a debt to these women that 
can never be adequately repaid — not an 


obligation of contract, but more like the 
debt we owe our parents. Justice, let 
alone charity, demands that we at least 
give them material support. 


WHAT SHOULD be done to remedy 
the scandalous condition of our sisters? 
The bishop’s third draft tells us that 
charity is not enough to correct all social 
injustices. Perhaps, but with this 
problem, at least, it will go a long way. 
We, the Catholic people, must open our 
hearts and our checkbooks to give back to 
those sisters some share of what they have 
given to us. 


And perhaps, by reminding ourselves 
of what these great and charitable women 
have meant to us in past generations, and 
still mean to us today, we will also begin 
to pray for and encourage vocations to the 
religious life. Money is a short-term 
solution. Vocations are the long-term 
solution.

There is a small church in the lower part of town that 
doesn’t boast of marble pillars. It also suffers from a lack 
of new paint, and the pews aren’t the most comfortable to 
sit on.

of love in this world of loneliness and fear. | was touched 
by that statue and the example of love shown at that 
church. The example of love transcended the barriers of 
walls, wood and time. The love I feel there goes out into 
the community and comes back tenfold. When I reach out 
to touch a lonely, homeless person I am touching Christ. 
When [ help an elderly woman carry her groceries home, 
{ am walking with Jesus. 


The acts are simple, and they happen everyday. I work 
at a nearby convenience store and there I am Christ to 
people everyday. There is always someone who is down to 
their last few pennies. I often help them out by adding 
some of my own money so that they can buy something to 
eat. The smile of gratitude is repayment enough. There is 
a bus stop outside, and almost every morning there is 
someone curled up sleeping on the bench. I can make a 
fairly good cup of coffee to warm someone on cold 


mornings. Since there are a lot of street people in the area 
the word spreads quickly. They all know me and they 
know the hours I work. Some just like to talk, so while I 
stock shelves I chat with them and try to find out a little 
bit about who they are. I let them get to know me too. I 
feel that I do so little, but Christ has always said, 
‘‘Whatsoever you do to the least of these you do also to 
me!’ 


THERE IS righteousness in these simple acts of 
apostolic action. The acts of love and mercy are a gift to 
me. I am thankful that there is a loving God that has 
given me the ability to give. It is out of him that every- 
thing I have to give comes back to me. [ am sensitive to 
others because I ask myself, ‘‘What would Jesus do in this 
situation?”’ I let my actions become a prayer. I have 
suffered the lost feeling of not having a home or a job. I 
want to let my pain be used to help another who is going 
through what I did. My suffering has united me with 
Christ’s suffering, so I identify with a person’s pain 
because [| feel it as my own. 


I am his hands, to care for and soothe all people in 
pain. I am his feet to carry the message he has given me to 
share to all those that will hear. I am his eyes, to see a 
world in need. I am his lips to speak as his spirit leads me. 
We are our brother’s keeper. In these small almost 
unnoticed acts Christ is ever present to me. I see him in 
the homeless. Jesus told Peter to ‘‘feed his lambs.’’ I have 
chosen to do that. To meet their immediate needs, the 
physical needs.

In contrast with national Catholic publications, 
diocesan newspapers should ‘‘focus on diocesan news,”’ 
he said, adding that “‘diocesan papers should be as 
professional as secular papers. The difference is the 
audience is more specialized.’’

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_ Editors told to inform readers objectively

MILWAUKEE (NC) — Leaders of both church and 
state urged Catholic press editors meeting in Milwaukee 
to objectively inform Catholics who can then reflect 
Christian values in a secular world. 


The approximately 35 editors and Catholic 
communications officials, participating in a ‘Religion 
and Politics’? seminar at Marquette University, also 
adopted a statement affirming the First Amendment 
rights of the religious press, especially those considered 
infringed upon by Internal Revenue Service regulations 
on political involvement by tax-exempt groups. 


THE IRS regulations are generally interpreted to 
mean newspapers published by churches and other tax- 
exempt organizations cannot editorially endorse political 
candidates. 


The June 25-27 seminar was sponsored by the Institute 
for Catholic Media at Marquette and the Catholic League 
for Religious and Civil Rights, with support from Our 
Sunday Visitor and Noll Printing, Huntington, Ind. 


Bishop Norbert Gaughan of Gary, Ind., former 
chairman of» the U.S. Catholic Conference 
Communication Committee, told the journalists they 
must foster dialogue and help Catholic Americans be the 
‘‘keepers’’ of the state’s conscience.

IN SO doing, Catholic journalists must display ‘“‘a 
complete faithfulness to objectivity. We are not to 
manipulate people by press agentry gimmickry’’ and 
cover-ups, he added. 


Auxiliary Bishop Edward O’Donnell of St. Louis, a 
former Catholic press editor who also stressed the role of 
the press in informing the Catholic and encouraging 
dialogue, said the role of the religious press is of 
increasing local importance as secular daily newspapers 
merge or close. 


PRODUCING THE Catholic newspaper “‘is not 
somebody’s hobby,’’ he said. The diocesan newspaper 
cannot be totally independent of the bishop but it must 
also serve its public by covering diverse viewpoints on 
issues and ‘‘not by changing from a newspaper to a 
propaganda paper,”’ he told the journalists. 


He emphasized the need for professionalism and a 
striving for excellence on the part of the Catholic 
newspaper and said it must ‘‘conform to what’s expected 
of the press in general in our country at this time.’’ This 
means covering the bad as well as the good and not 
avoiding touchy issues, the bishop said. 


For example, he said, the Catholic press should report 
what a controversial theologian is saying, not because the 
theologian’s views necessarily are the truth but because it 
is true that a theologian is saying such things and it is 
legitimate news to report that fact. 


Sanctuary defendants given probation 


TUCSON, Ariz. (NC) — After eight sanctuary 


movement activists, including two priests and a nun, were 


- placed on probation for smuggling illegal aliens, members 


of the group pleaded their case with arguments that had 
been ruled inadmissible during the trial. 


U.S. District Judge Earl H. Carroll, in sentencing the 
sanctuary workers July 1 and 2 in Tucson, placed School 
Sister of St. Francis Darlene Nicgorski of Phoenix and 
Father Anthony Clark, a priest of the Diocese of 
Davenport, Iowa, in residence at Sacred Heart Parish in 
Nogales, Ariz., on three years probation. 


CARROL ALSO gave five years _ probation to 
Methodist lay worker Peggy Hutchison; the Rev. John 
Fife, a Presbyterian minister; Philip Willis-Conger, who 
directs a task force on Central America; and Catholic lay 
worker Maria Socorro Pardo de Aguilar. Wendy LeWin 
received three year’s probation. 


During the trial, which began in October 1985 and 
ended May 1, defendants tried to argue that they were 
acting on religious grounds to help Central Americans 
who face persecution in their homelands and that they 
were upholding the Refugee Act of 1980. The U.S. 
government contends that Central Americans _ are 
generally economic refugees and therefore not eligible for 
amnesty. 

Carroll barred most testimony on religious motivation, 
conditions in Central America or U.S. policy in the 
region. The defense rested without calling a single 
witness.

sentencing July 1 and July 2 to make the arguments that 
had been barred during the trial. 


Sister Nicgorski told the judge July 1 that the road to his 
courtroom began exactly five years before when her 
pastor was killed in Guatemala. 


‘After Father Tulio’s death it was clear that belonging 
to the church is sufficient reason for being killed’’ in 
Guatemala, she said. ‘‘(Father) Tulio’s death brought 
light to me. And the journey that leads me to stand before 
you, Judge Carroll, facing sentencing, began with his 
death. I am eternally grateful for its lesson.”’ 


FRANCISCAN FATHER Tulio Marruzzo, the 
Italian-born pastor of:a parish in Campos Nuevo, 
Guatemala, was shot to death in 1981. 


Referring to the July: 4 éentennial celebration of the 
Statue of Liberty, Ms. Hutchison said, ‘‘Many of the 
refugees, material witnesses in this case, believed that the 
torch of liberty still burned when they fled to the United 
States.”’ 


She compared U.S. deportation of Central Americans 
to America’s refusal to admit Jews fleeing from Nazi 
Germany before World War II.

TWO REPUBLICAN politicians, Rep. Henry Hyde 
of Illinois and former Gov. Albert H. Quie of Minnesota, 
also urged the journalists to deal with national issues with 
moral overtones. 

Hyde, a Catholic, termed the ‘‘Catholic press just as 
important as the Catholic grammar school’’ in providing 
education, adding that ‘‘the Catholic press are the real 
keepers of the flame’’ of Catholicism. 

Hyde also: 

¢ CRITICIZED THE USS. bishops for opposing 
military aid to the rebels in Nicaragua. 

© Said that ‘‘Catholic universities have subordinated if 
not eliminated their Catholic identities in their quest for 
the buck:”’ 

e Argued against the concept of a “‘consistent ethic of 
life’’ for equating abortion with the arms race and capital 
punishment and ignoring widespread use of birth control. 

QUIE, A Lutheran, said that ‘“‘when we look at 
religion and politics, we ought to address ourselves to 
both.’’ He added that ‘‘I’m convinced that we must be 
involved in the political arena, but as we are, Christ must 
shine through.”’

David Walther, adjunct professor of law at Marquette, 
told the seminar that ‘‘the concept of freedom of the press 
is very, very important. A robust press is vital not only to 
our democracy but to the church itself.” 


He praised the ‘‘vigor of a free press in a Catholic 
community’? but added ‘‘I sometimes wonder how 
committed Catholics are to this.”’ 


WALTHER DESCRIBED the IRS position on 
political activity by church groups as ‘“‘clearly an 
infringement both on the freedom of religion and freedom 
of the press provisions of the First Amendment.”’ 


The journalists, in round-table discussions, suggested 
that one Catholic newspaper, backed by other Catholic, 
Protestant ‘and non-profit papers, could test the IRS 
regulation by violating it and bringing the issue to court. 


In a statement adopted by consensus, seminar 
participants said they ‘‘affirm the obligation and right of 
the Catholic press, under the First Amendment, to report 
on the moral dimensions of public policy questions.” 


THEY SAID the IRS regulation ‘‘is designed to limit 
political education by tax-exempt organizations — 
including religious bodies and the religious press. This 
regulation has a chilling effect on the exercise of First 
Amendment rights of free expression.”’

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Pole restores mission’s art collection

The cramped quarters of his Lemon 
Grove apartment are a far cry from other 
places Andrzej Lojszczyk has used to 
conduct his work. But for the Poland 
native the work, not the surroundings, is 
what matters. 


Lojszczyk, an art restorer/conservator 
from Warsaw, and his wife Ewa are 
currently in San Diego restoring some 20 
pieces of historic artwork from Mission 
San Diego de Alcala Church. 


LOJSZCZYK IS on leave from his 
post at the Academy of Fine Arts in 
Warsaw, where he is a senior lecturer in 
the conservation department and head of 
the academy’s workshop on techniques 
and technology of mural paintings. 


He brings over 10 years of art 
restoration experience with him. in-some 
of his country’s most historic places of art. 
Lojszczyk restored murals, sculptures and 
paintings at the Paulite Monastery in 
Jasna Gora and most recently mural 
paintings at the Royal Castle in Warsaw. 
His restorations have included artworks 
by famous European artists El Greco, 
Guido Reni and Bernardo Belotte. 


Restoring works of art — some dating 
back to the 14th and 15th centuries — 
isn’t Andrzej’s only talent. He also 
paints. His apartment is dotted with oil 
paintings completed while in San Diego, 
including a painting of the Black 
Madonna, Poland’s patron saint. His 
artwork has been on exhibit in 
Washington D.C. and in Poland. 


WHILE ANDRZEJ restores, his wife 
records every detail of work completed to 
benefit future generations. Ewa was a TV 
journalist in Warsaw from 1975 to 1981. 
She has produced documentary films’ 
about art conservation, and since 1981 
has worked with her husband. 


The couple came to San Diego to visit

Ewa’s mother who has lived here for 16 
years. Before arriving in San Diego the 
Lojszczyks visited Toronto, Canada and 
a Polish monastery in Doylestown, 
Penn., where Andrzej conducted some 
restorations. 


In their apartment living room are 
three polychrome (painted wooden) 
statues and a large painting of St. Agnes 
dating back to the late 18th century which

HIS RESTORATION materials 
include bee’s wax, liquid chemicals, 
natural resin and plaster of paris. Ewa 
explains that the purpose of restoration 
isn’t to make something look new. ‘“‘It 
can’t look like a new sculpture,’’ she said. 
“It is old and must look old.”’ 


Andrzej, who was given a one-year 
leave of absence from his post at the 
Academy of Fine Arts, has applied for a 
one-year extension to travel and visit art 
museums around the country. Ewa, who 
translates for her husband, said Andrzej 
has never been to western Europe ‘‘to see 
the things he’s teaching.’’ 


Lojszczyk hopes to convince his 


government that by doing restoration 
work and visiting museums here it will 
benefit the academy. ‘‘We must touch 
these things and see with our own eyes,’”’ 
explains Ewa.

LIKE MOST Poles, the Lojszczyks 
were strong supporters of the solidarity 
movement in their country. Though they 
do not like to discuss their feelings 
publicly for fear of retribution upon 
return to Poland, Andrzej and Ewa say 
that the Catholic Church is still active in 
human rights and a defender of the Polish 
people. 


“Christianity is the only way in which 
we can think correctly about our own 
nation,’’ said Ewa. ‘‘This idea is our 
special Polish patriotism.’’ 


The Lojszczyks will be in San Diego 
until August.They will then continue 
their vacation in the United States, 
visiting art galleries and possibly doing 
other restorations. The couple wants to 
return to San Diego before flying back to 
Poland. According to Ewa, Andrzej is 
hoping to have an exhibit of his paintings 
on display in San Diego next year.

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Citizens voice opinions on health clinic

SAN DIEGO — Citizens of San Diego 
had an opportunity to air their feelings 
about the proposed school-based health 
centers during a San Diego Unified 


School District Board of Education 
meeting July 1. 

After two hours of positive and 
negative comments, board president 


Susan Davis thanked the respondents for 
their views and said a decision would be 
made at a July 8th board meeting. 
(Southern Cross went to press before the 
meeting was completed). 


FORTY-ONE PEOPLE took the 
allotted two minutes to describe why the 
school clinics should or shouldn’t be built. 
Those favoring the idea narrowly edged 
opponents by a 22-19 margin. 


Before the five-member board heard: 
the community’s response, members of 
the task force which recommended 
further study into the school-based health 
centers summarized the investigations 
that led to their 23-3 decision. 


Representatives of the three 
subcommitteés:— which studied local 
needs and resources, clinics in other states 
and development of philosophy, goals and 
objectives of clinics — outlined their 
findings and task force member Phil Hart 
spoke on behalf of the group. 


““THERE HAS been a fair amount of 
erroneous and misleading information 
concerning the subject of sex related 


matters,’’ he told the board. He said the 
task force was ‘‘accused of promoting 
teen-age sex’’ because family planning 
services were included in the health clinic 
studies. 


Hart said the task force study was 
“conducted in an open and_ honest 
matter’? and that the family planning 
services ‘‘received more attention than 
needed.”’ 


The school-based clinics would provide 
a comprehensive health care program that 
along with family planning would provide 
medical care and_ psychological 
counseling, said Hart. 


HE ADDED that establishment of 
health clinics ‘‘doesn’t automatically 
include or exclude’’any of the three 
aforementioned areas, but rather the 
needs established by the community. 


Task force member Dale Larson spoke 
on behalf of the three dissenting 
members, saying that their report didn’t 
show a real need for health centers on 
school campuses. Citing the availability of 
community clinics, he said health care 
services to adolescents are abundant. 


He added that consultants have 
recommended a decrease in health care 
facilities, that community support for the 
centers was not proven and that funds 
supporting the centers would quickly 
dwindle. Larson also said the idea of 
requiring parental consent forms from 
students to receive care at the clinics could 
run into legal problems. 


Serrans vote to admit 
women into organization

MILWAUKEE (NC) — Serrans 
meeting in Milwaukee June 23-25 
received calls for help to increase 


vocations, were praised for the work they 
have done and voted to admit women as 
members. 


With 16,000 members in 31 countries, 
Serra promotes vocations to .the 
priesthood and religious life. About 1,400 
people, including 270 delegates, attended 
the Milwaukee convention. 


BARELY MAKING tthe required 
two-thirds margin, the delegates voted to 
break tradition and admit women. 
Membership has been restricted to 
Catholic lay men since the organization 
was founded in 1935. 


The vote was 216-102 for admitting 
women to membership. With 318 eligible 
votes, including 98 by proxy, 212 were 
needed for the two-thirds necessary for 
passage. 


Surveys and studies show that the 
Catholic population is increasing while 
the number of priests and Religious is 
declining but Bishop Lawrence Welsh of 
Spokane, Wash., chairman of the U.S. 
bishops’ committee on vocations, said 
Catholics should be optimistic for several 
reasons: 


¢ PRIEST MORALE is significantly 
higher than 15-20 years ago. 


e Priests are providing more 
encouragement to those interested in 
religious vocations. 


e Newly-ordained priests rate 
seminary training more favorably than 
those ordained one to two decades ago. 


BISHOP WELSH said he believes 
that ‘‘a strong faith will see us through the 
present vocation crisis, regardless how 
much that faith is tested by doubt and 
tempted by despair.’’ 

He said one survey suggested that the 
two most influential factors moving men 
toward priesthood are ‘‘a sense of inner 
calling and the example of a particularly 
influential priest.’’ 

HE PRAISED Serrans for initiating 
programs that have been adopted by the 
bishops’ conference for promotion 
throughout the country. He described one 


project, ‘Called by Name,”’ as ‘‘the most 
creative to come along so far.’’ The 
project asks parishes to ‘‘call’’ young men 
and women to consider becoming a 
priest, brother or sister. 

Jesuit Father Walter J. Burghardt told 


the Serrans that as lay people dedicated to 
promoting vocations they must reflect a 


“‘distinctive spirituality’? in a world 
scarred by sin. 
Father Burghardt, theologian in 


residence at Georgetown University in 
Washington, said the church’s mission 
“is not only to bring men and women the 
message of Christ and his grace but also 
to penetrate and perfect the temporal 
sphere with a spirit of the Gospel.”’ 


Archbishop Patrick Flores of San 
Antonio, the first Mexican-American to 
become a U.S. bishop, said Hispanic 
vocations are practically non-existent and 
attributed the situation to the 
discouraging attitudes among white 
clergy and laity, a lack of effort to recruit 
Hispanics, and the lack of role models. 


Archbishop Flores said Hispanics have 
been instilled with a fear that ‘‘they do 
not have what it takes to be priests’? and 
added that he was once told by his pastor 
that he wouldn’t make it. 


HE TOLD Serrans that the most 
important message to Hispanic youth is 
“Gf I can make it, you can make it too 

. and I hope this is the message you 
also pass on to them.”’ 


Serrans favoring admitting women as 
members said there is a need to get in 
tune with the church and society, cited the 
inability to attract new members, called 
for the recognition of women as willing 
workers in the church, and said the move 
would be an opportunity to join with 
other church organizations in being non- 
discriminatory. 

Those opposed said there was no 
groundswell of women _ seeking 
membership, said acceptance of women 
would diminish a feeling of ‘‘male 
spirituality’? unique to Serra, expressed a 
fear that women may take over the 
organization, and said that the acceptance 
of women may be regressive and cast a 
shadow of uncertainty over the future of 
the organization. 


. 


CONCERNING FAMILY planning 
services, Larson claimed that the 
“‘promotion is a camouflaged Planned 


Parenthood movement and not 
grassroots.”’ 
Father Douglas Regin, Catholic 


Community Services executive director 
and task force member, also addressed the 
school board. He presented them with a 
written proposal of 10 options they had 
regarding the health centers. These 
ranged from abandoning the project 
altogether to endorsing a pilot program 
with complete family planning services on 
site. 


Father Regin recommended his second 
option of referring the matter back to the 
task force for further study until several 
questions could be answered. 


IN HIS recommendation Father Regin 
wrote that the first request of the task 
force was to review local needs and 
resources pertinent to a health center. ‘‘I 
have yet to see or review any hard data 
that demonstrates the students of the San 
Diego Unified School District are in need 
of a comprehensive health care center on 
campus,’’ he wrote. 


During the final portion of the meeting, 
citizens throughout San Diego County 
came forward to share their feelings about 
the issue with the board. 


Six Catholics who attended a strategy 
meeting June 25 at St. Rita’s Parish Hall 
organized by Father Roger Lechner, 
pastor of St. Stephen’s Parish, were part 
of the 19 individuals who spoke against 
the health centers. One of them, Joan 
Patton, of the Coalition for Family 
Values, told the board that Planned 


Parenthood is behind the effort to place 
health centers on school campuses. 
Connie Youngkin said the centers are 
‘fan ill-conceived and immoral issue.”’ 


SHE SAID a text book endorsed by 
other health centers contains sexually 
explicit details that would only promote 
promiscuity among teens in San Diego. 
Dr. Michael Kielty said that since 
California law still prohibits sexual 
intercourse between minors, providing 
family planning specifically 
contraceptives — to students could 
conceivably lead to a lawsuit. 


Others who identified themselves as 
Catholic spoke in favor of the health 
center. Jennifer Gregory, a recent college 
graduate who grew up in Southeast San 
Diego and was a teen mother, said that 
board officials must be realistic about 
providing family planning services to 
teens. 


““Go to Southeast San Diego and see 
these 14-year-old mothers who in two 
years time will have another child,’’ she 
said. ‘‘At this point we need to take a 
constructive and positive effort of doing 
something about it (teen pregnancy),’’ 
she added. 


WHILE OPPONENTS said family 
planning services would lead to greater 
instances of sexually transmitted diseases 
and promiscuity (’’The Planned 
Parenthood mentality that teens have a 
right to contraceptives will see the 
transmission of venereal disease 
increased.’’), _proponents argued that 
education provided by clinics would help 
eliminate these problems (‘‘To consider 
that health clinics would promote 
promiscuity is beyond comprehension.’’).

Pope sends Bishop Levada to Oregon 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II has accepted the resignation of 
Archbishop Cornelius M. Power of 
Portland, Ore., and named Auxiliary 
Bishop William J. Levada of Los Angeles 
to succeed him. 

Archbishop Pio Laghi, papal 
pronuncio to the United States, 
announced the changes July 3. 


ARCHBISHOP POWER, 72, has 
headed the Portland Archdiocese since 
1974 and was bishop of Yakima, Wash., 
for five years before that. 

He said he asked the pope for 
permission to retire because he thought 
the time had come after ‘‘43 years of full- 
time chancery work.” 

Three years ago, he said, he instituted 
a limited-term policy for pastors in the 
archdiocese, and ‘‘what is good for the 
goose is also probably good for the 
gander.”’ 


ARCHBISHOP LEVADA, 50, has 


been an auxiliary bishop in Los Angeles 
since 1983. He served the Vatican from 
1976 to 1982 as a staff member of the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith. 


This spring in an address to the annual 
National Catholic Educational 
Association convention, he _ sharply 
criticized an article in the association’s 
monthly magazine, Momentum, for 
having suggested that Catholic educators 


could teach their students about 
‘responsible dissent’? from church 
teachings. 

Cornelius M. Power was born in 


Seattle Dec. 18, 1913, and ordained June 
3, 1939, as a priest of the Seattle Diocese, 
now an archdiocese. 


AFTER ORDINATION he earned a 
doctorate in canon law from The Catholic 
University of America and held various 
posts in Seattle, including chancellor for 
18 years. 


He was named bishop of Yakima on 
Feb. 5, 1969, and ordained a bishop May 
1 of that year. On Jan. 15, 1974, he was 
transferred to Portland. 


In his 12 years in Portland, the 
archdiocese grew from just over 250,000 
Catholics to just under 300,000. He 
restructured archdiocesan offices, 
replaced deaneries with area vicariates 
and established special non-territorial 
vicariates for Hispanic and Southeast 
Asian Catholics in the archdiocese. 


HE STARTED annual conventions of 
his priests and recently held the 
archdiocese’s first pastoral convention. 


He also began an endowment fund, 
which now has about $20 million, to give 
the archdiocese a more stable financial 
base. 

Archbishop Power said another reason 
he wished to retire now was that plans 
have been set to form an archdiocesan 
pastoral council, and ‘‘it will take several 


years to put this council in place and get it 
functioning smoothly.’’ This was a good 
time for a new leader to enter and form 


the council in light of “‘his style and - 


priorities,’’ the archbishop said. 


WILLIAM J. Levada was born in 
Long Beach, Calif., on June 15, 1936. He 
was ordained Dec. 20, 1961, after studies 
at St. John’s Seminary in Camarillo, 
Calif., and the North American College 
in Rome. 


After work in the Los Angeles 
Archdiocese as an associate pastor, 
teacher and campus ministry chaplain, he 
joined the staff of the doctrinal 
congregation in Rome in 1976. On his 
return to California in 1982 he was 
named secretary of the California 
Catholic Conference. 


He was named an auxiliary bishop in 
Los Angeles March 25, 1983, and 
ordained a bishop May 12 of that year. 
Since early 1984 he has been episcopal 
vicar of Santa Barbara County. 


Theologian discusses ‘priestless liturgies’

ALCALA PARK — The shortage of priests in the 
church and the history of the church itself suggests that we 
may have priestless liturgies in the future, a noted 
theologian suggested in a recent talk at the University of 
San Diego. 


Joseph Powers, SJ, professor of systematic theology at 
the Jesuit School of Theology in Berkeley, observed that 
in spite of a tradition which says celebration of the 
Eucharist is essential to the church, the celebration is 
being experienced more often as a communion service 
because of the unavailability of priests. He cited the 
development of basic Christian communities in Latin 
America and the apppointment of women Religious as 
pastoral assistants in parishes in the United States. 

*“‘IN ONE out of three countries, the priest comes 
around only once a month or so,’’ Powers said. ‘‘We 
need to take a look at the historical tradition which 
suggests that the Eucharist can only be brought about by a 
validly ordained priest.”’ 

Where did the idea of no priest, no Eucharist come 


from? In a brief historical overview of the priesthood in 
relation to the Eucharist, Powers noted that in the earliest 
days of the church, there were no priests. The Jewish 
tradition had a hereditary priesthood through the tribe of 
Levi, but that was destroyed in 70 A.D. when the temple 
was destroyed, Powers pointed out. 


“In the early days, the church was not,a building; it 
was the people who gathered together in each other’s 
homes. There was no altar or sacrifice, then, Powers said, 
but a shared meal presided over by a leader of the 
community. A Pauline mentality prevailed. By that, 
Powers meant that ‘‘You are the body of Christ’’ was the 
prevailing theology. Christ was present in the gifts of the 
spirit. 


IN ST. PAUL’S epistle to Timothy, there emerges the 
first descriptions of those who would provide leadership 
roles in the church — episcopes, deacons, and presbyters. 
The episcope was the overseer, the deacon was described 
as a servant, and the presbyter was an elder. All three 
offices demanded candidates who could manage their own 
houses well, be of sound doctrine, and only be married 


once, Powers said. 


It was not until the time of Constantine in the fourth 
century that priests as such began to take a role in church 
leadership. ‘‘Constantine saw the adoption of 
Christianity as the state religion as a good thing,’’ Powers 
said. It was at this time that the idea of sacrifice around an 
altar, which would require the cultic function of a priest, 
became a part of the eucharistic tradition, Powers said. 


Shortly after Constantine’s rule, during the reign of 
Theodosius, the clergy became a civil order empowered 
with political as well as religious power. Mass baptisms, 
rather than a preparatory catechumenate, became the 
rule of the day, and the Eucharist became something 
reserved for the clergy rather than community centered. 


‘“*THE EUCHARIST became something up there in 
the basilica,’? Powers said. This distance between laity 
and Eucharist became even more pronounced during the 
800s, Powers said, when the Eucharist was viewed as a 
great miracle which only the priest had the power to 
perform.

O’Connor sworn in as San Diego mayor

Maureen O’Connor was sworn in as the first woman 
mayor of San Diego July 7 at an evening ceremony 
outside the B Street Cruise Ship Terminal. 


A crowd of over 3,500 well-wishers — including Bishop 
Leo T. Maher — was on hand for the inauguration 
ceremony which featured music by the U.S. Navy Band 
and the Mount Zion Baptist Church Youth Choir. 


THE 39-YEAR-OLD mayor was elected to fill the last 
17 months of Roger Hedgecock’s four-year term after he 
was found guilty of 13 felonies involving illegal financing 
of his 1983 mayoral campaign. 


Msgr. Francis Pattison, pastor of St. Rita’s Church 
and a long-time friend of the O’Connor family, gave the 
invocation prior to the oath of office. According to Msgr. 
Pattison, he met the O’Connor family during his first 
pastoral assignment at St. Vincent de Paul Church in 
Mission Hills. Maureen was in seventh grade when he 
first met her, he said, and she always had a ‘“‘strong

personality.” 

Msgr. Pattison left St. Vincent’s in the 1960s, ‘‘but we 
(he and the O’Connors) kept in touch. When Maureen 
ran for mayor she asked me to do this if she was elected,’’ 
he added. The priest postponed his summer vacation to 
Ireland to give the invocation. 


IN HIS prayer he asked that Mayor O’Connor be 
blessed with wisdom to follow in God’s direction and for 
strength “‘so that as mayor she may be able to seek justice 
and protect the weak.’’ 


Judge Edward T. Butler of the 4th District Court of 
Appeals, another O’Connor acquaintance, administered 
the oath of office. In her inaugural address Mayor 
O’Connor said that ‘‘San Diegans have a bold willingness 
to conquer extraordinary deeds.”’ 

‘“Tonight we see that willingness in the swearing in of 
San Diego’s first woman mayor,’’ she said. ‘‘For that 
privilege I humbly and happily thank you.’’ 


REFERRING TO aviator Charles Lindbergh, whose 
plane, The Spirit of St. Louis, was built in San Diego, 
Mayor O’Connor — a 1964 graduate of Rosary High 
School — said ‘“‘it’s that Lindbergh spirit that best 
captures the spirit of San Diego. . . Let us remember that 
spirit and keep it alive.’’ 


She told the crowd to ‘‘keep faith in the past and hope 
for the future’’ as San Diego becomes an international 
metropolitan city. 


‘“‘As your new mayor I ask for your patience, [ ask for 
your help, and [ ask that you imagine with me San 
Diego’s future,’ she added. ‘‘Let us celebrate San Diego 
today and our victory tonight.”’ 


FOLLOWING THE inauguration a reception was 
held inside the cruise ship terminal. A variety of 
American and ethnic dishes, donated by local restaurants, 
was served, and musicians, jugglers and clowns 


entertained the guests.

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Who controls the money? 


Q. Why do some couples always seem to be fighting about money? 


A. One of the major sources of marital arguments and tension surrounds control of 
money.

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Summer camp 
for handicapped 
nurtures faith, 
partnerships 


Camp ReCreation, a diocesan-sponsored summer 
camp for youths and adults with developmental 
disabilities, was held June 22-28 at Camp Marston, a 
YMCA facility in the Julian Mountains. Nearly 100 
campers and 105 volunteers participated in the week-long 
outing. 

ReCreation has become a popular summer camp for 
handicapped individuals and has had to turn away many 
applicants, according to camp co-director Betty Britschgi. 
Ninety-two individuals participated in the camp this year 
while some 40 applicants were turned away. 


Britschgi, director of the diocesan office of Pastoral 
Ministry With People Who Have Disabilities, said that 
next year two week-long camps will take place in June to 
meet the demands of those being turned away. 


WHAT HAS made ReCreation popular, Britschgi 
believes, is the program’s format of teaming one 
volunteer and one camper together for the entire week. 
Volunteer counselors — who range in age from 16 to 60 
— are assigned to one camper and assist that person with 
grooming, dressing, and personal safety. 


If a camper is on medication, volunteers also see to it 
that his or her partner receives it from volunteer nurses. 


Volunteers are instructed to not treat all campers as 
children, said Britschgi, because some are independent 
people who function as adults. Their handicaps range 
from mental retardation and autism to cerebral palsy. 


WHILE SOME of the disabled campers need the 
24-hour care the one-on-one approach provides, others 
have little need for assistance. Yet it allows for friendships 
and understanding between the individuals. This is what 
makes campers return year after year, said Britschgi. 


‘‘There are all kinds of camps for handicapped 
individuals to go on,”’ she said. ‘‘But when the focus is on 
being friends and not just helping and being a guardian,’’ 
campers gain from the experience. 


Not only do the handicapped campers benefit from the 
one-on-one format of ReCreation, but volunteer coun- 
selors also learn from the experience, said Britschgi. 


“THE EXPERIENCE at ReCreation is to break 
down barriers that exist between handicapped and non- 
handicapped individuals,’’ she said. ‘‘Most people go 
through life stereotyping the handicapped in various 
ways.’’ Being assigned to one camper for an entire week 
gives volunteers a chance to discover the talents a 
handicaped person possesses. 


During the week at Camp Marston the participants 
enjoyed swimming, fishing, dancing, boating and special 
evening activities. The campers were divided into nine 
groups. Each group chose its team color and made up its 
own song and flag. 


According to Donna O’ Donnell, camp co-director and 
member of St. Patrick’s Parish, Carlsbad, ReCreation 


began in 1978 as a combined project of the Archdiocese of 


Los Angeles and San Diego and Orange dioceses. In 1979 
the San Diego diocese began its own camp. 


O’DONNELL, WHO became co-director with 
Britschgi last year, said the camp is a retreat for himself. 
‘‘This experience has done so much for me,”’ she said. 
“Tt brings me back to reality and puts my priorities back 
in order.”’ 

She said the challenge for volunteers is ‘‘simply being 
responsible for another person 24 hours a day.’’ The 
reward ‘‘is finding the gifts everyone brings to a 
relationship.’’ 

An integral part of the week is prayer. Along with other 
activities each team spent one hour studying religion each 
day. In addition, daily Masses were celebrated in the 
camp lodge. The campers learned several spiritual songs, 
combining hand signs, gestures and words to 
communicate their prayers expressively.

FATHER TONY Stanonik, associate pastor of St.

The co-directors invite priests to the summer camp to 
observe and possibly participate in coming years. The 
camp introduces priests to the handicapped in a positive 
setting, said Britschgi. 

“The experience of the liturgy with this community is 
important so they (priests) can see the mentally retarded 
as people who need God and need to grow in their faith,”’ 
she said. ‘‘That’s why we like to invite priests to come and 
share.”’ 

With two camps planned for next June, volunteers will 
likely be needed. If anyone is interested in serving as a 
volunteer for next year’s camps he or she-can contact 
Betty Britschgi at 260-1010.

Rural group home 
to open near Campo > 


By Joyce Carr 
CAMPO — San Diego County is 
desperate for group homes for dependent 
children, according to Christopher 
Uchman, program director of Rancho 
San Cristobal, a group home to open here 
soon. 


Only two such facilities exist, he said. 
One in Southeast San Diego houses six 
and accepts only black teen-agers. The 
other on the Manzanita Indian 
Reservation in Boulevard can 
accommodate about 40 youth. The first 
day this home opened in May, it received 
20 residents from juvenile hall where 
abandoned youth are detained until they 
can be placed, Uchman said. 


OTHERS MIGHT live in three 
different foster homes during a 60-day 
period. ‘‘Foster parents can’t maintain 
youth (that are) angry at themselves,’’ he 
said. The shortage of group homes and 
foster homes has necessitated placing over 
100 local teen-age boys in homes and 
institutions outside the county, he said. 


From this need Rancho San Cristobal 
was conceived. It is located 60 miles east 
of San Diego in the mountains near 
Campo. 

The former summer camp is being 
remodeled into a home for 11- to 14-year- 
olds with ‘‘minor’ emotional 
problems. . .to prepare them to return to 
the community in foster homes,’’ the 
director said. ‘‘Many kids have difficulty 
because they have lacked the stability of a 
home environment. 


UCHMAN HOPES to provide this 
stability through a sociological model he 
has developed ‘“‘to provide different 
exposures and positive experiences.’’ 
Rancho San Cristobal will offer a variety 
of crafts, music and athletics. By 
developing new interests, their self-worth 
will improve, he explained. 


The facility will be staffed by 
counselors, a part-time social worker and 
a part-time psychologist. ‘‘Volunteers 
will assist with recreational activities and 
supervision,’’ he added. 


Residents will attend the Mountain 
Empire School District eight miles from 
the ranch. 


THEY WILL be referred by the San 
Diego County Department of Social 
Services and the county probation 
department and screened by Uchman and 
his staff. The normal stay will be for 18 
months. 5 


Catholic Community Services 
provided the ‘‘seed money’’ for the lease, 
renovation and first few months of 
operation, Uchman said. He then hopes 
to obtain a contract with the county and 
receive dependent children from their 
programs. 


Zoning restrictions at Rancho San 
Christobal limit occupancy to six, but 
Uchman is attempting to obtain a major 
use permit to house 12 youth. 


EIGHT BEDROOMS are being built 
in the area formerly used as a dormitory. 
Two multi-purpose areas will be used as a 
living room and dining area. 


Residents will have the use of a 
volleyball and basketball court, horseshoe 
pits and a 20-by-40-foot Catalina pool. 


The director hopes to have the 
renovation completed, approved and 
licensed so youth can be accepted before 
September. 


HE CONSIDERS the 11- to 14-year 
age a “‘bridge’’ between childhood and 
adolescence. He named the ranch for St. 
Christopher in keeping with its motto: 
“Helping youths cross troubled waters 
today for a better tomorrow.”’ 


Uchman is a former Correctional 
Treatment Specialist with the U.S. 
Department of Justice, Bureau of 
Prisons. He worked for 10 years in the 
prison system, the last three as a case 
manager at the Metropolitan 
Correctional Center. 


After making a Marriage Encounter 
weekend, he realized he was ‘‘in the 
wrong place’’ in his career. He said his 
wife supported his decision to ‘‘trust the 
Lord to provide the means to pursue my 
dream of a youth ranch rather than the 
financial stability of a civil service job.’’

No se nos hace dificil montarnos en tribuna cuando es 
cuesti6n de criticar y tirar piedras a aquellos que 
consideramos como del bando opuesto. 


LA CUESTION racial es sdlo una entre otras muchas 
que frecuentemente aparecen en los medios noticiosos. 
Sigue siendo una plaga que afecta a la nacién, no hay 
duda.

o madre, como bién de tal adulto, que ha abusado 
brutalmente de algtin miembro menor de la familia. La 
inocente victima de inmediato se muestra indefensa. 


AQUEL INCIDENTE, pasajero como pueda ser, 
constituye una huella profunda en todo el proceso de 
maduracion y desarrollo de la personalidad de la criatura.

Asi también es el caso desesperante de una situacién 
familiar donde la mujer, la madre, es la tinica que esta 
presente. Recordemos aqui, segtin un estudio hecho hace 
poco en los E.U., que un alto porciento de las familias 
hispanas estén encabezadas por mujeres solas. Esta 
madre, herdica en sus esfuerzos por criar su prole, se 
encuentra demasiado de veces impedida por el cansancio 
fisico y la angustia mental, de razonar adecuadamente en 
ese momento en que su criatura le desafia y mortifica.

El Papa pide naciones trabajen juntas 


BOGOTA, Colombia (NC) — El Papa 
Juan Pablo II hizo nota de la naturaleza 
internacional de la deuda externa del 
Tercer Mundo y pidié a las naciones a 
que trabajen juntas para una solucién, 
cuando hablé a politicos en el primer dia 
de su visita pastoral a Colombia del 1 al 7 


Pidié por una solidaridad internacional 
con: respecto a la deuda externa, que

paises del mundo.”’ 


“‘La gente pobre no puede pagar los 
intolerablemente altos gastos sociales al 
sacrificar su derecho al desarrollo, del 
cual estan privados mientras otras gentes 
disfrutan de la opulencia,’’ afadié.

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Robert Schuller likes numbers. When 
you tune into his weekly ‘“‘Hour of 
Power’’ television show, syndicated 
throughout the country and usually seen 
on Sunday mornings, you are 
immediately struck by the number of 
numbers. 


His ‘‘Crystal Cathedral’? in Garden 
Grove, California, the base for his TV 
ministry, contains a 14,000-pipe organ 
and a 125-voice choir. Half a million 
people contributed to his recent fund- 
raising drive to keep the show on the air 
so he collected $4 million, but he needs 
another million. It’s as if he, like 
McDonald’s, was attempting to prove 
through quantity. 


BUT THAT hardly captures what 
Schuller is all about. It’s merely a first 
impression. With his millions of viewers 
(there go those numbers again), many of 
whom are Catholics, he is a member of 
the TV evangelist crew who should be 
examined for what he’s preaching and 
what viewers are getting. 


What they are getting is another 
fundamentalist haranguer like Jimmy 
Swaggart or Kenneth Copeland. Schuller 
is a TV minister, as they are, but he 
hardly fits into the fire-and-brimstone 
mantle they have donned. For fire and 
brimstone, Schuller substitutes fudge and 
brownies. 


If Swaggart’s message is, ‘‘You’re 
going to hell”’ 
theme is, ‘‘This country is in trouble,”’ 
Schuller’s main message is, ‘“Let’s get to 
heaven sooner by making heaven on earth 
— and you can do it.’’ He almost says 


“‘by-golly.”’ 


SCHULLER IS the heir to two major 
public religious figures of 40 years ago: 
Bishop Fulton Sheen and Norman 
Vincent Peale, the author of ‘“The Power 
of Positive tHe Bae From the former, 
Schuller has, by his own admission, taken 
his style: florid, expansive, full of gestures 
(some of them meaningless) and packed 
with one-liners. From the latter, Schuller 
has taken his message, or what he calls 
“possibility thinking.”’ 

Much of the content of Schuller’s 
sermons is about achieving success, 
something he believes people can do if 
they only put their minds to it. 


His lines contain thoughts about hope 
and perseverance. He defines faith as 
‘‘possibility thinking’? and _ generally 
spreads a gospel no more complicated 
than ‘‘every cloud has a silver lining.”’ 

‘““THE WHOLE gospel,’”’ he said at 
one point during one of the shows I 
viewed, ‘‘is that God impacts on our life

What TV evangelist 
Schuller doesn’ t Preach

. The power of the Holy Spirit can 
ebaee our perception of negative 
realities of life until they are perceived as 
positive potentialities.’” The cross, he 
declared, ‘‘can become a crown.”’ 


Should Catholics listen and watch? As 
far as Schuller goes, he is uplifting, 
positive and pretty mainline. He talks 
about heaven, Jesus and the Bible. But he 
doesn’t give the entire Gospel. Jesus 
spoke of potentialities, but he also talked 
about taking up your cross, being 
persecuted and dying for the truth. It was 
not success in this world which he sought 
when he was alive or which he advised his 
followers to seek. In fact, he had some 
extremely harsh things to say about 
people who build bigger granaries and 
pile up riches. Schuller failed to note those 
messages in the programs I saw. 


During one show, there were repeated 
messages for a free pen engraved with 
“eight positive mental attitudes,’’ like 
“ve got to remain calm, cool and 
corrected’”’ and ‘‘I really want to do the 
right thing.’’ Said the announcer, “‘You 
can read the pen each time you sign a 
check or write a note.’’ The one-liners, he 


continued, were the Beatitudes written in - 


contemporary terms, a revision of Jesus’ 


- original words which the world was not 


exactly panting for. 


THERE’S A lot to like about Schuller. 
His enthusiasm, although oftentimes 
over-expressed, is contagious. His 
emphasis on heaven rather then hell and 
on hope rather than sin is a welcome 
counterpoint to the rantings of Swaggart. 


His search for the best in people is a- 


major change from the rest of television, 
which likes to dwell on how depraved we 
are. 


Still, Catholics who watch Schuller 
should remember what they are not 
hearing about — things like the Blessed 
Mother, the sacraments, being a witness 
against the goods of the world, the 
presence of sin, saints and the power of 
the denial of self-interest. 

And then there are those pens. 

WHEN CATHOLICS go to Mass on 
Sundays, no matter how dismal the 
homily, they come away with the most 
precious keepsake in the universe: the 
body and blood of Jesus Christ. 


From Schuller, you will get a pen. 


‘American Anthem’ a loser 


NEW YORK (NC) — Olympic 
gymnast and gold medalist Mitch 
Gaylord supplies most of the energy 
single-handedly in ‘‘American Anthem”’ 
(Columbia). But unlike: his achievement 
in the 1984 Los Angeles games, he can’t 


* overcome the underdog status he’s given 
: in this shallow tale. 


Gaylord plays a teen-ager trying to 
come to terms with his talent, his future 
and his father who was robbed of his 
ambition when he broke his arm during a 
family feud. 


ON PAPER, the theme of renewal and 
growing determination looks like a 
winner for young audiences. But the 
script holds little in the way of social 
significance, providing hardly one pithy 
utterance for anyone in the film. Gaylord, 
as Steve Tavere, demonstrates his athletic 
prowess as the film builds agonizingly to 
its concluding half-hour of ritualized 
competition which resolves his inner 
conflicts and turns his attitude around. 


The anthem in the title refers to the fact 
that the youngsters in the film are striving 
toward the goal of making the U.S. 
gymnastics team, but this is very poorly 


developed as are the relationships 


between characters. 


STEVE MEETS and romances a girl 
more mature than her persona would 
have us believe. There is sufficient 
emphasis given to scenes of physical 
affection between the young lovers to 
warrant parental discretion. 


These teens are seemingly on their own 
but emotionally immature and linked 
together only by the competitive spirit. 
The film makes a point at getting at the 
nature of that spirit but the script is 
simply uninformed and overly simplified.
